SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

The Examiner telephoned to indicate that sequences of 4 or > amino acids had been discovered in the application that did not 

have a SEQ ID NO: sequence identifier in the specification or that corresponded thereto in the sequence listing of record. 

Applicant was put on notice that a new sequence listing, statement, and amendment needed to be filed to address this. 

The Examiner indicated the 35 USC 112 2 nd rejection would be maintained as not claim 127 has not been amended to recite the 

suggested language that only trkB receptors were found to be bound, as opposed to any merely 'preferentially' and that any heart 

microvasculature can still be bound. The claim remains indefinite as only trkB receptors were found to be bound in the description. 

Appropriate amendment is still required, absent evidence to the contrary. 

Additionally, a proposed claim amendment to or in line with the following was suggested: 

127. (Currently Amended) A method for delivering a functional moiety to a trkB receptor in the heart microvasculature in a 
mammal, the method comprising administering a conjugate, said conjugate comprising a peptide comprising the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 4 and said functional moiety.
